25 Miners Trapped 
Divers Called In 


HOMINY FA LLS, W.Va. (AP) 
— The call went out for skin 
divers today to aid in the rescue 
of 25 coal miners trapped inside 
a two-mile coal shaft by thou­ 
sands of gallons of water. 
The divers were due in from 
Philadelphia before noon to aid 
the miners trapped in the low, 
L-shaped mine shaft since noon 
Monday. 
Surface rescue units, which 
worked through a night of near 
freezing 
temperatures, 
had 
m ade telephone contact with 15 
of the entombed men. The other 
IO were at the low end of the 
flooded shaft and had not been 
heard from since water poured 
through a mine wall from an ad­ 
jacent abandoned mine. 
The officials hoped the three 
divers 
equipped 
with 
scuba, 
selfcontained 
u n d e r w a t e r 
breathing 
apparatus, 
could 
make their way to the miners 
with air tanks and possibly food. 
Rescue 
directors 
scored 
a 
breakthrough when they lashed 
plastic tubes containing water, 
sandwiches and hot coffee to the 
mine conveyor belt to the 13 
trapped nearest the entrance. 
The packages went in at 4:44 


a.m. and 13 minutes later, the 
radiotelephone 
crackled 
with 
the word, “ We got ‘em .” 
“ I know 15 of the guys are 
going to be okay,” said Ernest 
Fitzwater, who escaped from 
the mine just before it became 
flooded. 
But he said the IO, including 
his brother, Joe, are at the 
deepest part. “ There is no way 
they can get out alive.” 
The men were chipping coal 
from the wall of tile mine, locat­ 
ed about 70 miles southeast of 
Charleston in southeastern West 
Virginia, 
when they 
punched 
through into an abandoned mine 
filled with water. 
A wall of water, one official 
said, cascaded through and iso­ 
lated the crew in the passage­ 
way too low for a man to stand 
up straight. 
The men who are marooned 
one mile from the mine’s en­ 
trance “ are unharmed, high and 
dry and safe,” officials of the 
Gauley Coal and Coke Co., oper­ 
ators of the mine, said Monday 
night.

pany, said, “ we know 15 of the 
men are O.K. As for the other IO

The men who rescuers felt 
were in good shape were on 
fairly high ground. The passage­ 
way, with a floor much like a 
gentle roller coaster, has a 20 
degree slope as it falls away 
from the entrance. The IO min­ 
ers not heard from were at the 
end of the shaft at its lowest 
part. 
There were attempts to drill 
air holes from the top of the 
mountain to let in fresh air and 
possibly lower food to the en­ 
tombed men. 
One of the problems confront­ 
ing rescue units was that of the 
pumps’ inability to drain the 
water as fast as it rose. 


Lunar Landing 
Craft Crashes 


Neil Armstrong, 
Pilot, Unharmed 


SPACE CENTER, HOUSTON, 
Tex. (A P)—Officials sought an 
explanation todav for the crash 
of “ flying bedstead, a lunar 
landing training craft, at Elling 
ton Air Force Base. 
Civilian Astronaut Neil A. 
Armstrong, 37, of Wapakoneta, 
Ohio, bailed out of the craft 
before it crashed and burned 
Monday. He walked away un­ 
harmed. 
Armstrong, who brought Gem­ 
ini 8 through the first emergency 
landing in the country’s space­ 
craft history, discussed the in­ 
cident moments later with of­ 
ficials at Ellington. 
The frame - like lunar landing 
vehicle was about 200 feet above 
the ground when he was forced 
to eject. It is called a “ flying 
bedstead” because of its four 
spindling legs. 
The craft, valued at $2.5 mil­ 
lion, 
was 
built 
to 
simulate 
moon 
landings. 
Almost 
200 
flights were m ade at Edwards 
Air Force Base before the ve­ 
hicle was shipped to the mann­ 
ed spacecraft center about a 
year ago. 
Armstrong was on a schedul­ 
ed three-day mission with Lt. 
Col. David R. Scott in 1966 when 
a thrust rocket on the Gemini 
8 began misfiring. After the two 
astronauts brought the capsule 
out of a spin, they were ordered 
to land in the Pacific nine and 
a half hours after blastoff.

U.S. Cuts Off Viet Cong Thrust Toward Saigon 


SAIGON (A P) — American 
tanks and armored personnel 
carriers joined the new battle of 
Saigon today, cutting off a Viet 
Cong attack from the southwest 
in the third day of hard fighting 
on the city’s fringes. 
U.S. troops had not been used 
inside Saigon since they helped 
smash the Viet Cong’s lunar 
new year offensive in February.

Any medical aid program which 
collects $2 billion a year from voluntary 
contributors 
has 
the 
potential 
for 
solving a sizable number of mankind’s 
illnesses. 
Except when it is the health racket 
industry, which takes an estimated $2 
billion from a gullible public every year 
peddling its worthless — and often dan­ 
gerous — gimmicks, nostrums and 
highy polished sales pitches. 
Because 
of 
the 
widespread 
un­ 
derground activities of the promoters 
of health rackets, it is difficult to 
determine how far-reaching it has 
become. But that it dwarfs many 
legitimate health programs is obvious. 
Last year, more than 100.000 com­ 
plaints 
were 
received 
by 
medical 
authorities in New York alone on health 
frauds. 
Major targets of the racketeers are 
persons suffering, or imagining they 
are suffering, from long-term or in­ 
curable 
illnesses. 
Arthritis sufferers 
alone reportedly spend upward of $300 


million a year on worthless cures. 
Perhaps it is the hopeless feeling of 
a person with a serious ailment which 
causes him to fall for the lures of health 
racketeers. Or it may be ignorance, 
availability, salesmanship or a great 
many other factors. F ear most often 
is the over-riding cause. 
Individuals have paid small fortunes 
to descend into former uranium mines, 
for injections of drugs which have been 
declared worthless by both medicine 
and the government, to be transported 
to medical “clinics” in Mexican border 
towns which specialize in “cures” for 
incurable diseases, and for an endless 
list of machines which combine wizardy 
and electrical impulses to produce an 
imagined cure. 
Medical frauds will exist so long as 
there are unsolved diseases. It is a 
shame so much money is being chan­ 
neled into avenues of deceit, when a 
comparable amount could do so much 
to further eliminate the basic ills.

The National Academy of Sciences 
has concluded there is little hope that

The Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion’s contribution to the subject is that 
“the public will have to learn to accept 
sonic boom to a degree.” 
These complacent assumptions that 
the public must submit to noise and 
nuisance in the name of progress are 
challenged by Sen. Case of New Jersey, 
who has introduced a bill banning 
commercial supersonic flights over the 
U n i t e d 
States 
until 
Congress 
specifically authorizes them. 
The 
supersonic 
transport 
will 
enhance airline profits by utilizing 
fewer planes to carry more passengers, 
and it will get passengers to their 
destinations faster. 
For these benefits, to be enjoyed by 
a minority, many more millions on the 


ground may have to pay in shattered 
nerves, cracked plaster and broken 
windows. 
Sen. Case also raises questions about 
the effect of the boom on persons with 
heart ailments, on surgeons performing 
delicate operations, on mountains laden 
with snow or loose rocks and on ancient 
geological formations. 
He proposes that before these mon­ 
sters are let loose somebody ought to 
find out how much damage they may 
cause. 
His intervention springs from the old­ 
fashioned notion that in every conflict 
of interest the comfort and convenience 
of the majority ought to be given first 
consideration. His conclusion is that in 
a m atter so profoundly affecting the 
quality of human life Congress, not an 
administrative agency, should make 
the decision.

Mothers bring their children 
to the offices of ear, nose and 
throat 
specialists 
with 
many 
questions — many of them not 
expressed. 
“ Can I be sure my child will 
benefit from the operation?” 
“ Why does our family doctor

in 
taking out tonsils?” 
“ How 
much 
harm 
do 
the 
tonsils 
and 
adenoids 
actually 
do?” 
“ Will my child feel the terror 
of the experience as I did?” 
As an ear, nose 
and 
throat 
specialist, 
I 
am 
frequently 
confronted 
by 
questions 
like 
these, questions that reflect the 
confusion and the anxiety of 
parents who vividly recall their 
own tonsillectomy. 
Fortunately, 
today’s 
tonsil 
operations are handled so dif­ 
ferently that, when children are 
properly 
prepared, 
they 
are 
able to take the hospital ex­ 
perience in stride, with little or 
no fear, and with little or 
no 
emotional afterm aths. 
The im portant thing is to ted 
the child the truth, and to tell 
him 
why 
the 
operation 
is 
needed. If possible, one parent 
should be with him all the time 
he is in the hospital. 
Because of my own special 
interest in this subject, I have 
supervised 
the 
writing 
of 
a 
children’s 
story 
book 
which 
many parents have found help­ 
ful in preparing their child for 
surgery. The book is called, “ A 
Visit to the Hospital.” 
It is 
written by Francine Chase and 
published by Grossed & Dunlap. 
Besides the story itself, specific 
suggestions are given to parents 
for easing the anxiety of the 
child so that the operation can 
become a constructive growth 
experience rather than a fearful 
“ nightm are” that can anger for 
years. 
As for the need to remove 
tonsils and adenoids, to say “ I 
don’t believe in tonsillectom y” 
suggests 
a 
connotation 
of 
religion or faith, rather than 
basis for scientific 
judgment. 
Some pediatricians and general 
practitioners, taking the position 
that they don’t “believe” in the 
removal of tonsils, often delay 
surgery even when there are 
distinct and ciear-cut reasons 
for the operation. 
If these reasons do not exist, 
the surgeon does 
not recom ­ 
mend tile operation. 
During 
infancy 
and 
early 
childhood, 
the 
tonsils 
and 
adenoids serve a useful purpose 
by acting as a protective filter 


against 
disease 
caused 
by 
bacteria. 
But after repeated infections, 
the tonsils and adenoids them­ 
selves become infected and are 
then 
actually 
a 
focus 
for 
disease. 
There are many indications 
for the tonsil operation. A series 
of 
severe 
“ strep” 
or 
other 
bacterial 
infections, 
chronic 
painful 
glands 
in 
the 
neck, 
infections of the middle ear, 
nasality of speech, inability to 
breathe through the nose, are 
some of the reasons. When ear 
infections are associated with 
im pairm ent of hearing and fluid 
behind 
the 
eardrum , 
the 
rem oval of tonsils and adenoids 
is im perative. 
Ear, nose and throat surgeons 
agree that these trouble-making 
symptoms 
are 
reasons 
for 
tonsillectomy. 
Thousands of children each 
year show m arked im provem ent 
in health after the rem oval of 
tonsils and adenoids, not only 
in the diminishing of infections, 
speech, in weight gain, and in 
many, the return of hearng. 


Emotional 
problems 
should 
not be overlooked by the “ this, 
too shall pass” attitude.
